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Pope Pius's Profeſſion of Faith vin- 
Licated from Novelty in Addi- 
tional Articles. 


HE teſt ſcandal pretended againſt 
the Church of Rome, — Adattional 
Articles of Pope Pr IV. But what is 
moſtremarkable in this matter , is , that 

Thoſe fort of Chriſtians are moſt forward 

in condemning this Prelate for this Addition, who 
for Four and Twenty Articles in his Profeſſion have 
Nine «and Thirty in their own. From whence any Think- 
ing man will conclude , That either Adding of Arti 
cles is no neceſſary ſcandal to a Church; or if it be, that 
That Church is the moſt ſcandalous of all, which crying 
out againſt Additions, has yet more Additions than any. 
The thing therefore to be enquir'd in this place, is, 
Whether there be Authority in the Cathabic Church of 
Chriſt, v hich- ſoever it be, to make any Addition of 
Articles to the Apoſtles Creed , and require other terms 
of Communion , belides the Aſſenting to what is Ex. 
in that Symbol? And this, without farther 
— is to be reſolv'd into the Affirmative, both 
according to the Principles and Practice of the Church 
of Rome and of Exg/ 
The Point is evident, from the acknowledg'd Practice 
of the Primitive Church, in the time of her Confeſſed 
Purity, For the Apoſtles Creed having been the only 
Summary 
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Summary of the Chriſtian Faith known in the Firſt Three 
hundred years: at length upon occaſion of the Arian He- 
reſy, another Creed is compos d by the Council of Mice, 
with an Expreſs Condemnation and deteſtation of that 
new broachd Error, in the addition of theſe Words, in re- 
lation to the Divinity of the Son. [belreve 12 One Lord Je- 
ſms Chriſt the only beg tten Son of God , born of his Father 
before all worlds , God of God, Light of Light, very God of 
very Cod, Brgottew not made, Conſubftant'a/ to the Father, 
And without the expreſs aſſenting to this Addition, none 
could be admitted to Ordrnation , or beacknowl-dgd as 
Members of the Church. The Arians at the ſame time 
clamouring againſt the Council and Biſhops for this 
pretended Impoſition, and for their exacting new terms 
of Communion, eſpecially as to the word Conſubſtantial, 
which they ſaid was an — no where found in 
Scripture, nor in the Apoſtles Creed, nor in the Fathers of 
the foregoing Ages. However, this Nicene Creed was 
received by the whole Church, notwithſtanding this 
noiſe of additional Articles, and the ſubſer iption to it is 
requir'd by the Church of Exgland, Art. 8. where *tis 
ſaid, It ought throughly to be recer/'d ann d. 

Another — of Faith there is, knoun by the 
name of St. Athanaſius Creed, which many ſuppoſe to 
be made by this Prelate, and offer d to Pope ius in his 
own Vindication againſt the calumnies of the Ariaxs, 
An. 340. But others, upon very probable grounds, arc 
of opinion, that *twas not compos d by this Biſhop, but 
ſeveral years after, when the Controverſie aroſe con- 
cerning the Proceſſion of the Ho'y Ghoſt. But however, 
notwithſtanding this uncertainty of its Author, and of 
the Time when twas made; notwithſtanding its con- 
taining ſeveral Articles concerning the T r1a:ty, the Per. 


ſons, and Proceſſion of them, of which there is no expreſs 
mention 


— 
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mention in Særipture, nor in the Apoſtles Creed, nor in 


that of Nice : yet this Creed was univerſally receiv'd 
heretofore by the Chriſtian Church, and with all its 
additional Articles is admitted by the Church of En, 
and ordered, Arr. 8. to be thronehbly recei'd rnd b: lied, 
So that except every one as keep thit Faith whole and unde 
filed, without doubt be ſhall per ſh ever laſt ingly. 

Forty ycats agen aſter this time of Arbanaſias (242.48 1,) 
an Aadition was made to the Nreeme Creed above-mentt- 
on'd, by the Council of Con antinople, which condem- 
ning Macedonixs, lor denying the Divinity of the Holy 
Ghoſt, inſerted thele words, in deteſtation of his Herelie, 
into the Creed, vis. And in the Holy Ghoſt, the Lord and 
CHN of Life, who procreds from the Father, who with the 
Father and the Son together is ador'd and conglorified who 
ſpate by the Prophets, And with this additiowel Article, 
beſides ſeveral others, vis. Begotten of bis Father befor e all 
worlds, againſt the Blaſphemy of Photinus ;, Whoſe Kinge 
dow [ball have no end, againſt the Millenaries, I believe one 
Holy, Catholic. aud Apoſtolic Church, I ack: owl-dge one 
Baptiſm for the rem fſiow of fins ; And I look for the Reſur- 
rec lion of the Dead, and the Life of the World to come, All 
which being added by this ſecond General Council, yet 
this Creed was receiv'd over the whole Church, as the 
Symbol of the Catholic Faith; and in this nature tis re- 
cciv'd by the Church of England, and recited in her pub- 
lic Service, tho? ſtill with a yet farther addition of theſe 
words, Filioque, and the Son ; which words are no where 
found in Scripture, ſcarce read in the anticnt Fathers, 
not known e or by whom they were firſt inſerted ; 
allow'd by ſome particular Churches, and for many 
years diſapprov d by others; not generally receiv'd over 
the Ve, till above four hundred years after; nay, not 
yet admitted by the Grecian Church, which _ this 

core 
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Fore ſtands divided from the Wefers, the 
reaſ ns above · mentioned for their refuſal, waz. Becauſe 
tis not in Scripture, nor expreſsd in antient Fathers; 
and becauſe the Fathers of the Conſt antinopolitas Coun- 
cil, in the Proceſſion of the Holy Ghoſt, mention'd the 
Father without the Son, therefore they will not allow 
of this Addition, which aſſerts him proceeding from the 
Father and the Son, Thus they ſtand ; and yet, notwith- 
ſtanding all theſe Difficulties, the Weſtern Church, and | 
— the Church of Exglanad, receives this Creed , | 
with this Addition, and ſo recites it in her Common- 
Prayer in the Communion-Service; Who proceedeth 
from the Father AND THE SON. 

Thus we ſee ſeveral additional Articles made to the 
Creed of the Apoltles by the rwo firſt Genera/Conncils, and 
the aſſenting to them exacted from the Faithful ; fo that 
twas certainly in thoſe former Ages allow'd as Good and 
Lawful. And if now it ſhall be judg'd inconſiſtent 
with the Helical Dottrin, and Parity of the Catholic 
Church ; not only the Primitive Church ſtands condemn'd 
for making ſuch Additions, but likewiſe the Church of 
England for receiving them, and requiring a ſubſcription 
to them from ſo many of her Members. 

But whiPſt we ſpeak of Adding to the Apoſtles Creed, 
what need we look beyond the Nine and Thirty Articles 
of the Church of Exgland , in which are many particu- 
lar Points not found in the Symbol! of the Apoſtles, nor 
yet in any of the foremention'd Creeds of the Primitive 
Charch? There we ſee great variety of additional Articles, 
concerning the Canonical Books, Free- will, Juſtification, 
Good works, Works before Tuſtifreation, Works 2 6. 
gation, Predeſtination and Election, the Church, General 
Connmeils, 1 in the Congregation, the Sacraments, 

the ſecond of 1 Homilies, Civil Magiſtrates, &c. not 
| one

words, is el b the Church of Eeg- Tn Per 
land. Which is « Demonſtration , that the articies. 
ſhe has not ſo great an averſion to adi, 
Articles, as ſhe pretends, whilſt ſcrupling to ſubſcribe 
to Twelve of the Church of Rome, and ach from her 
on this ſcore, ſhe exacts from her on Chi a ſub- 
miſſion to More than double the Number. 

Hence *tis evident, that adding to the Apoſtles Creed, 
is ſometimes Lawtful, according to the rin of the 
Church of England; vis. When 'tis for the preſerving 
Unity in Religion, and preventing «wncceſſary Alterca- 
tions, Diſpatations or Qn. ft ions to be raid, which may 
mouriſh Fatt ion both in Church and Common-wealth ; as ap- 
pears from the Declaration pretix'd to the Articles. 
And if this be law ful for her; why not in the Church 
of Rome ? Since tis certain what the Council of Trent, 
and Pope Ps did in this kind, was for the preſerv- 
ing Uz:ty, and putting a ſtopto thoſe unneceſſary Diſ- 
putes and Cavils, with which Luther and Calvin, with 
their Adherents, rais'd a Faction both in Church and 


State. 

From this ſhort Proſpect we have had here of the 
Primitive Church of Chriſtians, we may ſee it was their 
Practice, as often as any Error was raiſed againſt any 
Point of Receiv d Doctrin. to condema the and 
the Abettors ; and to declare the {ed Doctrin to be 
Orthodox ; and, for the preventing all kind of miſtakes in 
the Faithful, to inſert the faid in into a rofeſſi- 
on of Faith, and order it to be publicly us d. And 
this was never look d upon, as a making or Coyning 
New Articles of Faith, but only as a acclaring = 
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-P6int expreſs to be believ d, which was before the Do- 
«claration, à True and Orthodox Doctrin of the Church, 
tho it may be, not explicitly belicv'd by all its Mem- 
bers. This was the caſe of the Nicen Creed, of Atha- 
naſins's Creed, of the Conflantinopolitan Creed; and I 
preſume upon theſe Grounds , the Church of Exg- 
land will pretend to vindicate her Nine and Thirty 
Articles, By this Rule, at leaſt the Church of Rome 
has proceeded in all the Profeſſions of Faith at any time 
ſet forth by her, and particularly in that of Pope Pius 
the 40h. who Collected thoſe Articles at that time, 
in oppoſition to the then broach d Errors of Lather and 
Ca'vin, The Adding therefore of Articles upon ſuch an 
occaſion, being the acknowledg'd Practice of the Pri. 
-mitive Church, and of neceſſity to be allow'd of by the 
Church of England in her own Detence, as having done 
the like; We have now only to enquire , whether 
the Doctrin propos'd in the Profeſſion of Pia the 4th. 
be according to Scripture, and the Senſe of the Pri- 
mitive Fathers; if it be not, they do well that reje&t 
it; but if it be, the noiſe of Ad1rtions! Articles will be 
but a weak Juſtification of thoſe, that have made a 
breach in the Church upon this ſcore. 


The Profeſſion of Pope Pius IV. 


J ftedfaſtly admit and embzace Apoſtolical and 
Eccliſialiical Traditions, and other ©Obſer- 
vauces and Conſtitutions of the Church, 


His Article, as far as concerns the Aſſenting to all 
ſuch Doctrins and Practices, as were firlt taugut 
and 
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and obſerv'd by the Apoſtles, and have been con- 
vey d down to us by the conſtant Profeſſion of the 
Faithful in — Ages, is Founded upon 
Expreſs Scripture : As in 2 T. 2.15. where 
Se. Paul delivers this poſitive Command; Bre. 
thren , fland faſt, and hold the Traditions , which 
ye have been 5 , wheith-r by Word , or our E- 
pitt Where he diſtinguiſhes two ways of de- 
ering the Sacred Truth, one by Writing, the 
other Word of Month; and the Dottrin is 
to be held faſt, according to the Command of 
the Apoſtle, whether it be deliver'd the ane way 
or the other. And again 2 Tim. 2. 2. The fame 
Apoſtle thus directs Timothy : The things that thou 
haſt heard of me, among many witxeſſes , the ſame 
commit thow to Faichful Men, who [ball be able to 
teach others alſo, Where St. Paul takes care, that 
what he had taught the Faithful, tho” only heard 
from him, might be obſerv'd, and convey'd down 
to Poſterity , by their Teaching of others. This 
Doctrin is likewiſe acknou ledg'd as Apoſtolical 
by the Primitive Fathers; as by St. Chryſofomupon 
the words of the Apoſtle now cited to the Theſſa- 
lonians, Hom. 4. Where he ſays thus; Hence "tis 
manifeſt, that, They (the Apoſtles ) have not deli- 
ver all in their Epiſtles, but many things alſo with- 
out Writing, which are likewiſe to be leliet d. Let 
us therefore eſteem the Tradition of the Church wor- 
thy of Credit, Tu 4 Trad tion, emquire 10 farther, 
And St. Epiphanias het, 61. "Tis neceſſery to admit 
of Tradition; - for all things cannot be found in Scrip- 
ture; and therefore the Holy Apoſtles delid er d ſome 
things in Writitiz , ' aud ſome by Tradition. And 
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St. Gregory Nyſſ. I. 3. cont. Eu p. 126. "Tis « 
ſufficient Proof of our Dottrin, that we have received 
it by Tradition from our Anceſtors ; it having been left 
us, 4s an Inheritance, by the Apoſtles , — comvey d 
down 10 us, by a continued Snectſſron of the Faithful in 
all Apts, 

As to the admitting the Obſervances and Con- 
ſtirutions of the Church, tis what is Command. 
ed by St. Paul to the Hebrews, c. 13. 7. 17. Re- 
member them, which have the Rule over you. 
them that have the Rule over you , and ſubmit your 
ſelves ; for they watch for your Souls , as they that 
muſt grove account. And this was the Practice of 
the Apoſtles, even of St. Pau! himſelf and Silas, 
who as they went through the Cities, they deliver d them 
(the Faithful) che Decrees for to keep, that were or- 
dain'd of the Apoſtles and Elders, which were at Jeru- 
ſalem. And ſo were the Churches Eſt abliſh'd inthe 
Faith, Acts 16. 4, f. 


JI alſo admit the Holy Scripture accoꝛd⸗ 
ing to that Senſe , which Our Holy Bother 
the Church has held, and do's hold; to whom 
it belongs to judge of the True Senſe and 
Interpzetation thereof.

Now, there's nocon- 
ſtituted Church in the World, ia which there are 
not ſome Orders, Rites, and Injunctions, relating 
to the public Worſhip : This then is the buſineſs of 
Governors; for private perſons , as Dr. Calamy ob- 
ſerves, ( Diſc. of ſcrup. conſe. p. 32.) are by no means

| Concerning Original Sin this Council has deſin d, 
That Adam, by tranſgreſſing the Command of God, 
tell from his Original Juſtice into the Diſpleaſure 
of God. and fo transfus'd Sin and Death, upon all 
his Off. ſpring, which Sin is wholly blotted out by 
| the Sacrament of Beptiſm, by which the Merit of 

our only Mediator Jeſus Chriſt is applied to the 
Sculs of ſuch as are baptiz d, and is neceſſary to 
Salvation. All this is expreſly deliver'd in Scrip- 
ture, as Rom, 5. 12. Arby one man ſinentred into the 
world, and death by fin : and ſo death paſſed upon all 
men, And Ad 22.16. Ariſe, and be baptiz'd, and 
waſh away thy ſins. And *tis the Doctrin of the Church 
of England. 

Concerning J»ftifice«tion, the ſame Council has 
defin'd, That men are juſtified by an Iatrinſecu 
Juſtice : For we arc juſtified by Grace; Being juſts. 
fied by his Grace, Tit. 3. 7. And this Grace is in men; 
I put thee in mind to ſtir up that Grace which u IN 
THEE, 2 Tim. 1.6. 

2. That all Works of the Juſt are not ſins { which 
is evident in Scripture ; as, Luke 1.6. where tis 
laid of Zacharias and Elizabeth, They were both righ. 
teous before God, walking in all the Commandment s and 
Ordinances of the Lord blameleſs, And 1 J F. 18. 
Whoſorver is born of God, finneth not. Which like- 
wile proves, That the Commandments are not im- 
poſſible 
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poſſible to be kept, as the ſame Council declares. 
S That a man juſtified truly deſerves Life-ever- 

ing by his good works. *Tis evident in Scrip- 
ture; as, Revel. 3. 4. Thou haſt « few Names ts 
Sardis, which have not defiled their Garments, (there 
is Purity and Juſtice) and they ſbelt walk with me in 
white, (there is the Reward; and the reaſon fol. 
lows,) for they are worthy. And Mat. 5. 12. Re- 
Joyce, and be exceeding glad, for great is your Reward 
in Heaven, Where Heaven is given as a Reward 
for their Suffering and Good Works. As likewiſe 
Meat-25. 34. But all this as png an built up- 
on the promiſe of Chriſt, and his aſſiſting Grace. 
This was the Doctrin of St. Auguſtin; As Death 
(lays he, Ep. 105.) & render d to the merit of fin, as 
the Pay: ſo everlaſting Life is rendir d, as the Pay, to 
the merit of Juſtice, And Ep. 118. ad Sixt. I: there 
there fore no Merit in the Juſt ? There is certainly, be- 
cauſe they are juſt ; but they had no merit by which they 

became juſt ; for, as the Apoſtle ſays, They were juſt i- 
fied pratis. And, 1b, "Tis not in vn we ſing in theſa 
words to Cod; His Mercy fhall prevent me; and, 
His Mercy ſhall follow me : Becauſe Life everlaſting, 

which ſhallbe enjoy d at the end, is given to our 9 

merits: And yet, becauſe thoſe very merits, to whic 

it is given, w.re not purchas d by any ability of ours, but 
were wrong ht in us by his Grace; therefore Life everlaſt- 
ing is cilied Grace, for no other reaſon but becauſe it is 

given gratis; and yet not ſo, becauſe it is not a= 70 

our mtrits, but becauſe thoſe very merits for which it in 

given, were likewiſe his gift. 
4. That by Works a mas is juſtified, and not by Faith 

only ; as tis deliver'd in 8 2. 24. 
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J likewiſe pꝛofeſs, That in the Baſs is offer's - 
a True, P2oper, and P2opitiatozy Sacri- 
fice, fo2 the Living and the Dead. 


We believe, That our B. Savior being 4 Prieſt 
according tu the Order of Melchiſedech, did at his laſt 
Supper offer his Body and Blcod after an wabloody 
manner, for the remiſſion of ſins. Tis expreſs in \ 
Scripture, Luke 22. 19. where Chriſt at his laſt 
Supper ſays, This is my Body which i given for you; 

And 1 Cor. 11. 24. Which « broken for you, And Mat. 

26. 28. Thi is my Blood, .--which is ſhed for many unto 
the remiſſion of ſims. All which importing the time 
then preſent, it is certain from Chriſt's words, That 
THEN, before the Paſſron on the Croſs, the Body 
was Given, and Broken myſtically, and the Chalice 
Shed for the remiſſion of ſins. Which being done in 
an unbloody manner, and ofter'd ro God, we call 


it an V®b/cody Sacrifice ; and it being for the remiſſion 
of fins, *tis likewile Propitiatory. And tho? Chriſt 
was ofter*d but once upon the Croſs, (of which St. 
Paul _ Heb. 7. 27.) yet in this manner, as Chriſt 


offer'd himſelf at his laſt Supper, we believe that 
the Apoſtles and their Succeflors were — | 
torepeat it, ina ual memory, and repreſen- 
ration of his Deat and Paſſion, by Chriſt's own In- 
ſtitution, when he ſaid to them, Do this in remem- 
brance of me ; in which words he gave them Power 
of doing the ſame that he had done. And this is the 
ſenſe of the primitive Fathers. We fil offer [ lays 
St. Chryſoftom,Hom. 7. in Ep. ad Heb.) the ſame ; wot 
one now, to morrow another : but the very ſame

When the Prieſt has in- 
vol A the H. Spirit, and perfeited the dreadful Sacrt- 


fice, ani forthwith taken into his hands the common 


Lord of all things. And St. — ſup. Plal. 38. 
We 12. ſeen — heard him (Chriſt) offering his own 
Blood for ws + Let ms Prieſts follow him as we may, 10 
offer Sacrifice for the People, _—Chbrift is not now ſeen 
to offer, yet he is offer'd up upon Earth, when the Body 
of Chrift u offer'd. And Cyril. Alex. Anath. 11. We 
celebrate in our Churches a Holy, * and Un- 
bloody Sacrifice, And St. Awzuſtinl. 9. Confeſf. c. 13. 
ſays of his Mother Mozics, That at her Death ſhe 
defir d us to remember her at thy Altar O Lord - from 
whence ſbe knew was diſpens'd the Holy Victim, by which 
was cancel d the Haend-writing, wbith was contrar 
unto w. And Ser. 32. deVerb, Ap. But as for t 
Prayers of the Hely Church, the Propitiatory Sacrifice, 
and Alms, which are offer'd for their Souls (of the 
dead;) xo aoubt but they are t aided; to be treat- 
ed with greater Mercy than their ſons deſervꝰd. For this 
which has been deliver d by the Fathers, the whole Church 
abſcrves, when at the Sacrifice it ſelf, the Dead are in 
their place commemorated, to pray for all ſuch as are de- 
parted in the Communion of the Body and Blood of Chriſt, 
and that it be remembred, that the Sacrifice is likewiſe 
offer" d for them. The lame is deliver d by St. Chryſof. 
Hom, 3. i» Ep. ad Phi. and other Fathers, who all 
agree in owning the Oblation made by Prieſts upon 
the Alrar, to be a Sacrifice propitiatory for the Li. 
ving and the Dead. C 2 
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I believe and pzofeſs, That in the H. Sacra- 
ment of the riſt is truly, really, and 
ſubſtantially, the Body and Blood, toge- 
ther with the Soul and Divinity of our 
Loꝛd Jeſus Chailt ; and that there is a th 


02 converſion of the whole Subſtance of tr 
Bzead into the Body, and ol the whole Sub- 
Uance of the Wine into the Blood; which 
converſion 02 change the Holy Church calls 
Tranſubſtantiation. 


This Doctrin of Chriſt's Body and Blood being 
really and ſubſtantially in the B. Sacrament, is the 
expreſs words of Chriſt ; who, as the Evangeliſts 
and St. Faul relate it, ſaid, Thw i my Body, This i 
my Blood, without mentionot its being ſo in a Figure 
andy, or Sign. And in this ſenſe *twas underſtood by 
the primitive Fathers. St. Ignatizs Martyr, Co- 
temporary with the Apoſtles, in Ep. a4 Smyrs, 
ſpeaking of ſome Heretics of his time; They don't 
allow (ſays he) of Exchariſts and Oblations, becauſe they 
don't believe the Eachariſt to be the Fleſb of our Savior 
Teſus Chriſt, which ſuffer'd for cur fins, and which the 
Father in his mercy raid agen from the dead, St. Hi- 
lery 1. S. de Trinit. He him/elf ſays, My Fleſh is Meat 
indeed, and Blood is Drink indeed. There's no 
place leſt for doubting of the reality of his Fleſh and 
Blood ; for now, both by the Profeſſion of Chriſt him- 
ſelf, and by our Faith, "tis truly Fleſh, and truly Blood. 
Is mot this Trath? It may indeed not bs true to 
them, who deny Chriſt to be God, St. Chryſoſtom l. 3. de 
Sacerd. O Miracle ! He that fits above with bis Fa- 
ther, 


* 
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ther, at the very ſame inflint of time is bere in the 
hands of all ; be gives himſelf to thoſe that ave willing 
to receive hum. And as to the Converſion or Change, 
which is termed T ranſubſt antiation, St. Cyril of Je- 
ruſalem tn Catech. ſays thus : Since therefore Chriſt 
* himſelf thus affirms, & fays of the Bread, T his is my 
* Hody,,--and T his is my Blood, who can doubt of it, 
*and ſay it is not his Blood ? In Cans of Galike he 
* once by his fole Will turn'd Water into Wine, 
* which reſembles Blood ; and docs he not deſerve 
to be credited, that he chang'd Wine into his 
© Blood ? St. Gregory Nyſſes Orat. Catech. c. 37. 1 
* dotherefore now rightly believe, That the Bread 
© ſanQtified by the Word of God, is chang'd into the 
© Body of the Word. Becauſe it (the Bread) is 
© ſuddenly chang'd by this word, Thrs is my Bad 
And this is et. &ed by the vertue of Benediction, 
* by which the Nature of thoſe things thet appear is 
© tranſelemented into it. St. Chryſoft. bo. $3. in Mar. 
Ne that wrought thoſe things at the laſt Supper, is 
the Author of what is done here---. We hold but 
the place of Miniſters ; but he that ſanctiſies and 
changes them, is Chr'{t himſelf. St. — L de 
* his gut Myſt. imitiant, where ſpcaking of the Eu- 
chariſt, he lays, Shall not the words of Chriſt be 
powerful enough to change the Nature of things? 
© You have read of the Creation of the World, that 
God ſpoke, and the things were made; he com- 
* manded, and they receiv'd a Being. It therefore 
* Chriſt by his Word was able to make Something 
* of Nothing, ſhall he not be thought able to change 
one thing into another? for "tis no lefs a Work to 
give a Nature and Being to things, than to change 
them 
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them from one Nature to another. St. Cyril Alex. 
— — St. Thomas, That we ſhould 
not feel to ſee Fleſh and Blood on the Sacred 
Altars; God condeſcending to our frailty, flows 
into the things offer d the Power of Life, convert. 
ing them into the Verity of his own Fleſh, tothe 
end the Body of Liſe be found in us, as a certain 
quickning Seed. 


J confeſs alſo, That finder one kind alone is 
recetv'd Chzilt whole and entire, that being a 
True Sacrament. 


This is a conſequence of what is declar'd above; 
for Chriſt's Body, as is already ſhewed, being tru- 
— really preſent in the Sacrament, it is not a 

cad, buta Living Body, united hy poſtatically to 
the Word; ſo that where his Body is, there is like - 
wile Liſe, Soul, Subſtance, Divinity, and Whole 
Chritt ; as St. Com ſays above, He that fits 
above with his Father, at the very ſame time is 
here in the hands of all. And in another place, 
Lis not in a Manger you ſce him, but upon the 
Altar; not a Woman holding him, but a Prieſt 
* ſtanding by. And agen, ſpeaking of Chriſt in the 
Sacrament, **Tis not the Angels, nor the Arch- 
* Angels, nor the Heavens, nor the Heaven of Hea- 


* vens, I ſhew you, but the very Lord of all theſe.” 


So that Whole Chriſt is truly preſent, and recciv'd 
under either kind ; and by conſequence either Spe- 
cies is properly a Sacrament, as being a Great My- 
ſtery inſtituted for the Spiritual Food of our — 
a

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and for the increaſe of Grace in them. In the pri- 
mitive Chureh this Sacrament was given to the 
Faithful, ſometimes under One, ſometimes under 
Both kinds; and if ve conſult the Sripture, in ſome 
places it recommends Both kinds, in others Cue: 
For u hereꝰ tis ſaid, Except ye eat the Fleſh of the Son 
of Man, and drink bis Blood, ye have no Life in you, 
Job. 6. 53. tis likewiſe ſaid, If «wy max eat of this 
Bread he ſball live for ever,lb.v.51. And he who ſaid, 
Whoſo eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, bath 
Eternal Life, v. 54. has alſo faid, The Bread that I 
will gte, is my Fleſh, which I will give for the Life of 
the World, Ib. v. 51. And the fame that affirm'd, 
He that eateth my Fleſh, and drinketh my Blood, dwel. 
leth in me, and | in him, Ib. v. 56. afhrmeth this 
alſo, He that cateth of this Bread, ſhall live for ever, 
Ib. v. 58. And there is no defrauding the Laity in 
this, ſince Chriſt is not divided in the Two diſtinct 
ſigns of this Sacrament, but is equally entire and 
whole under One as in Both, And, as St. Baſil ſays, 
© It has the ſame efficacy whether a perſon receives 
* from the Prieſt one part or more, Ep. ad Cef. Parr. 
And as to the Lt receiving in both kinds, Luther 
himſclf owns, * That in this point Chriſt has left 
no neceſſary Precept, i» Ep. ad Bobew, The ſame is 
conſeſs d by Melanithon. And Spalatenſfss thus de- 
clares his mind; 1 affirm ( /ays be) that the re- 
* ceiving the Sacrament in both kinds, is not ſo un- 
der a Precept, but upon a conſiderable cauſe, tho? 
* private, and of private perſons, it may profitably 
© and lawfully be receiv'd under the Species of Bread 
alone. And certainly what may be allow'd to 
private perſons, canaot be denied the Church,

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J bold, Cbat there is a Purgatozy, and that 
the Souls tbere detain'd are help'd by the 
Papers of the Faithtul. 


The Scripture ſays, Mat. 1 2. 32. Whoſvever ſpeaks 
inst the FI. Ghoſt, it ſball not be forgiven him, 
meither in this world, neither in the world to come. Upon 
which words St. A#gsſtin thus diſcourles, de Crvir. 
Dei, 1.2 1. c. 24 It would not be truly ſaid of ſome, 
* that their ſins ſhall not be forgiven 1n this world, 
nor inthe world to come, unleſs there were ſome 
* whole ſins would be forgiven in the next world, 
tho not in this. And this place of remiſſion of 
lins in the next world, we call Pargatory. The lame 
St. Avgaſtin in the ſame Chapter ſpeaking of thoſe 
who depart this life with light fins, ſays thus It 
eis certain that ſuch _ purg'd by temporal 
* pains, which their ſouls ſuffer before the day of 
© ſudgment, when they receive their Bodies, ſhall 
*not be condemned to eternal torments. In 
which place he ſpeaks plainly of remperal pains, 
which ſome ſouls ſuffer .tter this life, and yet be- 
fore the Day of Judgment. Which is a Third State 
of Souls, diſtinct from thoſe , who immediately 
aſter their decea ſe go directly to Heaven or to Hell. 
And this he ment ions agen, 10. c. 13. Some ſuffer 
temporal puniſhment in this lite only, others after 
© their death, others both in this lite, and in the 
© next too; but ſtill before that laſt and terrible 
* Judgment. In which words is poſitively aſſerted 
a ſtate of Souls in the next world ſuffering remporal 


paniſb- 
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puniſhment before the day of Judgment , which can- 
not be in — Hell, bar conſequently ſome 
other Third _ or Place. And of —4 9p 
Nyſſen ks Orat. mort, When - 
. Life be cant — he ) enjey God, till 
the Purgatory-fire has taken off thoſe Spots with which 
his Soul was blemiſh'd, And of this Fire I He 
makes Proſeſſion in Schol. Gree. in 1 Cor. 3. We 
believe this very Purgatory-fire, in which the Souls of 
the Decea d are tried and purg'd, as Gold in the Fur- 
wace, And now as for Praying for the Faithful De- 
parted ; tuas the Practice of the whole Frimitive 
Church. *Tertalian ; We make Oblations for 
the Dead. St. Cyril of Jeraſ. We Pray for the 
© Holy Fathers and Biſhops Deceas'd ; and laſt of 
© all for ſuch as have dyed amongſt us; firmly be- 
*lieving, that thoſe Souls ff gun relief”, tor 
* whom the Prayer is offer'd of that Holy and 
* Awful Sacrifice which lies upon the Altar. St. 
© Epiphanize : The Prayers which are offer'd up 
* for the Dead, are advantageous to them. St. 
© Chryſoftom : Twas not in vain Inſtitured by the 
* Apoſtles, that Commemoration. ſhould be made 
*for the Dead in the Venerable and Dreadful 
* Myiteriecs : They knew, that by this they re- 
*cerv'd great benefit and advantage. And agen, 
*?Tis not in vain that Oblations are made fur the 
Dead, we don't in vain Pray and give Alms for 
*them ; all this is the Ordinance of the Holy 
* Ghoſt. St. Auguſtin: In the Books of the Aa- 
$ chabees, we Read that Sacrifice was offer'd for the 
Dead. But aliho* there were no ſuch thing in 
*the old Scripture, yet the Authority of the whole 
D Church 
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Church, which is evident in this Practice, is of 
*no ſmall weight : Where amongſt the Prayers 
«ſaid by the Prieſt at the Altar of God, the Re- 
*commendation of the Dead is recited in it's place, 
© And agen: Prayers for the Dead are not to be 
omitted, which the Church offers for all that are 
© departed in the Chriſtian and Catholic Unity, 
© and this in a general Commemoration, that by 
© this means, all luchas have no Parents, or Sons, 
© or Relations, or Friends to Pray for them, may 
have this Charity perform'd to them by their 
* Common-Mother. d if theſe Prayers were 
omitted, which are thus offer'd with a ſincere 
© Faith and Devotion for the Dead, I am of O- 
© pinion, *twere no benefit at all to their Souls, to 
© have Bodies Buricd in Holy places. And this 
Practice of Praying for the Souls of the Faithful 
Departed, own'd by theſe Fathers ___ 
Inſtitution ; and «an Ordinance of the Holy Ghoſt, 
do's ſufficiently clear the Church's Poctrin con- 
cerning Pargatory, by which ſhe underſtands a 
Place or State of Souls after this Life, wherein they 
find relief by the Prayers, Oblations and Alms of 
the Faithful, But, Where this u, whether there 
be a Tree and proper Fire there, and how long that 
Puniſhment laſts, are no Articles of Faith,

We honor our Poreats, Magiſtrates, and 
Teachers; and we honor Holy Mex , the Servants 
of God, Glory, Honor and Feace to every Man that 
workerh good , Rom. 2.10. If any Man ſerve me , 
him will my Father honor, Jo. 12.26, And if God 
will thus honor Holy Men, no queſtion we may 
lawfully do it ; not only while they are on Earth, 
but much more, being receiv'd into Heaven; 
where they are all in God'sGrace,conſummate in all 
vertues, and Crown'd with Eternal Glory. As 
to Invocation of Angels and Saints, we delire 
their Prayers, as we do of Holy Men upon Earth : 
and the Patriarch Jacob has given example, Ges. 
48. 16. The — that deliver d me from all evil, 
bleſs theſe Children. And Revel. 1. 4. Grace wnto 
you, and Peace from him that is, and thut was, and 
that is tocome, and from the ſeven Spirits, which are 
before his Throne, And Zychar. 1.12. The An- 
gel Prays for Jud«b and Jeruſalem: O Lord of 
* Hoſts, how long wilt thou not have mercy on 
* Jeruſalem, and on the Cities of Jed, againſt

and ten years? The Prayers of the Saints are 
likewiſe mention'd Revel.

* Prayers. St. Gregory Nyſſ. Thus Pros to St.

Life. Ask for Peace. St. Ambroſe : We are to 
* deſire the aſſiſtance of the Angels, who are ap-

*Martyrs, whoſe Patronage we may juſtly claim: 
* They can Pray for the Remiſſion of our Sins. St. 
* Auguſtin : *Tis an injury to Pray for a Martyr,

© ſelves. St. Jerom: We honor indeed the Relics 
*of Martyrs, that ſo we may Adore him, whoſe 
* Martyrs they are : We ſhew an honor to the 
© Servants, that the honor given to them, may

* ceives you receives me. St. Ambroſe: I honor 
in the Fleſh of the Martyr , the wounds he re-

God himſelf Commanded Images to be made 
and ſet up in the Temple, even aſter the Promul- 
ation of the Commandments.

27. From whence tis evident God did not forbid, 
but Command the making the Repreſentations of 
Holy things.

10 
magines, Such I ſuppoſe as Daile ſays is . 11. = 
due to the Inftraments of Religion, and to D. Apo. 
the Perſons and * of the Church, 57 
as Prieſts, Chalices, the Holy Books, Such as this 
it is we allow; it being not conſiſtent with a Na- 
ture 
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ture imbucd with Chriſtianity , not to have an- 
other kind of Regard, Honor and Veneration for 
things relating to God, than to other Prophane 
things. This our Church in this Article recom- 
mends and Teaches ; but whether this is, or 
ought to be called a Religiow Honor, is a Diſpute 
amongſt Divines, but no matter of our Faith. And 
as for the manner, or External Profeſſion of this 
Honor, it ought to be meaſur'd from the Intention 
ofthe Church, or the Giver. It being cuſtomary to 
uſe the very ſame external Expreſſion both to God 
and Creatures, Thus Bowing, Incenfing, in our 
Churches, are us'd to God, to the Altar, to the 
Book of the Goſpel, to Sacred Images, to the Prieſt 
Officiating, to the Deacon, Sub-deacon and Acolites 
aſſiſting, and likewiſe to the Congregation or 
People that arepreſent at Divine Service, and yet 
we make Gods of none of theſe things; for tho? the 
Actions are thus externally the ſame , yet internally 
and in way of Reſpet# or Honor, they are as dif- 
ferent as the Objetts, St. Baſil ep, ad Jul. As tis 
cited in 2. Nice Council Act. 4. According to 
the pure Faith of Chriſtians, I Invoke the 

* Ap-ſtles, Prophets, and Martyrs, that by them, 
that is, by their Interceſhon God may be merci- 
ful to me. Upon which account likewiſe I honor 
and venerate their Images, eſpecially ſince this 
has been deliver'd by the Holy Apoltles, and ne- 
* forbidden; _ is in uſe in all our Churches. 
: St. Awpuſtin ſays of Images ; An Honor ma 
de given — La & Religious things, 43 
de Trin. c. 10. And St. Chryſoftom in bu Liturgy : 
The Prieſt go's out at the little Door, _ ” - 
* the 
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* the Goſpel, the Aſſiſtant going before him with 
„ Candle. And turning to the Image of Chriſt 
between the two Doors, he bows down his Head, 
and ſays with a loud voice, “r. And as to this 
practice, Biſhop Wilkins in his Mathew. Mag. p. 
324. relates out of Cedrenws, that in Juftinians 
time, There mu a burning Lamp found in an old 
Wall at Edeſſa which had remained ſo , for above 
500 Tears, there 8 placed by it: Which 
muſt have been ſet up by this Computation, ſoon 
after our Saviours Aſcenſion. 


I believe that the Power of Indulgences 
bas been given and left by Chziſt to his 
Church 3 and that the uſe of them is very 
beneficial to the Faithtul. 


This Doctrin of Indulgences is what was practisd 
by St. Paul, who remitted unto the Inceſtuous Co- 
rinthian part of his Penance, 2 Cor. 2. being care- 
ful leſt over-much Sorrow ſhould oppreſs him; 
and this he did, as he ſays, i the Pains of Chriſt, 
v. 10. that is, by Power and Authority receiv d 
from him. And this Power we find given by 
Chriſt tothe Church in the Perſon of Peter, Mar. 
16. 19. Iwill give unto thee the Keys of the King- 
dom of Heaven : And nhatſorver thou ſhalt bind on 
Earth LS be bound in Heaven : And whatſoever 
thow ſhalt looſe on Earth, ſhall be lad in Heaves, 
Where there is an ample Power given of Binding, 
and Looſing; and ſuch as all tions of 
Chriſtians pretend to, who enjoyn Penalties for 
Offences, and likewiſe upon juſt occaſion — 
them. 
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them. - And this is what is ſufficient to make 
good this Profeſſion. 


I acknowledg the Holy , Catholic and Apo- 
ſtolic Roman Church the Bother and Pi⸗ 
ſtreſs of all other Churches; and J pzomiſe 
and Swear true Obedience to the Bichop of 
Rome, Succello2 of St. Peter, P2ince ot the 
Apoſtles, and Aicar of Jeſus Chzill. 


As the Catholic or Univerſal Church , ſigniſies a 
Church conſiſting of all particular Churches united 
in the Communion of the ſame Faith and Sacra- 
ments, and ſubmiſſion to the ſame Eccleſiaſtical 
Government, the Church of Rome is not the Uni- 
verſal or Catholic Church, but a part of it; But 
as it imports as much as a Church, which is Un- 
verſal in it's Influence, and by a Singular Vrivilege 
has Authority over all other Particular Churches, 
and is the Center of their Communion, the 
Church of Rome in this Senſe is the Catholic or 
Univerſal Church, and is rightly ſtyled the Mother 
and Miſtris of all other Particular Churches. This 
was the Doctrin of the firſt Ages, and therefore 
St. Irenews l. 3. c. 3. adv. Her. ) lays exprelly, 
that the * Church of Rome is the Greateſt, and moſt 
Ancient of all others, Founded and Eſtabliſh'd 
* there by the Two moſt Glorious Apoſtles Peter 
*and P "Tis neceſſary that every Church 
* ſhould recur to this, by Reaſon of it's more Pow - 
*erful Principality. And St. Optatws Mil. J. 2. 
* adv, Parm, You know that the Epiſcopal Chair 
Was firſt Erected at Rome by Peter; in which 
Peter 
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© Peter did ſit the Head of all the Apoſtles, t t the 
end that in this one Chair, Unity might be pre- 
* ſerv's amongſt all. So that he would be a Schiſ- 
© matic and Sinner, whoſoever ſhould ſet up an- 
© other Chair to contend with this One. In this 
Peter lat firſt, then Linas, then Clemens, &c. 
© then Siricias, who is at this Day our Contem- 
* porary , with whom we and the whule World 
hold Communion.-— Upon what grounds is it 
© therefore, you pretend to Uſurp the Keys of the 
Kingdom (of H:aven) who by your Preſumpti- 
© ons and Lies have Sacrilegiouſly ſet your ſelves 
in defiance againſt the Chair of Peter ? St. Cyprian 
© Ep. 40. God is one, One Chriſt, One Church, 
and One Chair Founded upon Peter, by the Word 
* of Chrilt. AER. 73. Chriſt gave this Power to 
Peter, upon whom he built the Church. Agen, Ep. 
55. They carry Letters from Schiſmatics and 
«wicked Men, to the Chair of Peter, and the 
Head Church, from whence the Pricſtly Unity 
© had its riſe. St. Gregory Naz. ho. de cre. ep. Doar, 
© Writes thus of the Biſhop of Rome; We do not 
*contemn nor revile that great Paſtor, who Go- 
*verns that Magnificent City; we know him to 
© be Honorable, we acknowledge him the Head 
Ne deſire he will ſhew himſzlt an Indulgent 
© and Tender Father, and diligently take care of 
the Whole Church.

* Certainly to purchaſe thoſe Sheep, the care of

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Peter. Upon that Rock I know the Church is

St. Auguſtin Ep. to Pope Innocent I. We beſeech 
your Holineſs to uſe all your care of Paſtor in 
R — after the infirm Members of Chriſt.

* anew Hereſie is lately broach'd — but we 

the Abettors of this perverſe Doctrin will ſu 

* mit tothe Authority ef your Holineſs, which Au- 
© thority is deriv d to you by the Authority of the

The Biſhop of Rome being thus acknowledg'd to 
have the care and charge over the Flock of Chriſt ; 
and the Scripture — enforcing Obedience to 
the Overſeers, and Rulers of the Flock, tis no- 
thing leſs than a Duty to be Obedient to them, a- 
mongſt whom this Prelate is the Chief. There 
being no — ot being United to Chriſt our 
Head, unleſs we ſubmit our ſelves to thoſe whom 
he has appointed, as his Vicars or Subſtitutes to 
Rule the Church on Earth. Hear Dr. Sherlock 
Diſc. of the on this Subject: Chriſt has left the Vi. 
Knowl. of ſible and External Coniutt and Govern. 
Jeſus Chriſt went of his Church to Biſbops and Paſtors, 
2 who pre ſide in his Name, and by h Au- 
thority—— He now Governs his Church by Men, who 
are —_— with his Authority; which i a pliin 
Demonſtration of what I Diſcours'd above , that the 
Union of Particular Chriſtians to Chriſt, à by their 
Union with the Chriſtian Church; which conſiſts in 
their Regular Snbjeftion to their Spiritual Guids and

For if our Union toChriſt conſiſts in our Subjettlon 19 
him, as our Lord and Maſter, our Head and Hut 
band ; and this Authority is not immediatly ee A 
by Chriſt himſelf , but by the Biſbops and Paſtors of 
the Church ; it neceſſarily follows , that we cannot be 
wnited to Chriſt , that is, cannot own bis Authority 
and Government, till we unite our ſelves to the Public 
Societies of Chriſtians, and ſubmit to the public Inſtrutti. 
ons, Authority and Diſcipline of the Church: As mo 
Man cine ſailto ſubmit himſelf to bis Prince, who 
denys ſubjettion to thoſe ſubordinate Magiſtrates, who 
aft by his Princes Commuſſion : For the Union of Bo» 
dies Politic (ſuch u the Chriſtian Church © ) con» 
fits in Order and Government , when all the Members 
— their proper places, and are knit to each other by 
« Faithful diſcharge of their you Offices and Truſts : 
Schiſmatics are in the Church, juſt as Rebels are in 4 
Xin dam, not as part of it, bat 4s open and profeſt 

Enemies, In thele words is plainly laid open the 

Conſtitution of the Catholic Church, and the indil- 

penſable neceſſity of the Faithful ſubmitting to 

their Paſtors, that ſo they may be united to Chriſt : 

Amongſt which the Biſhop of Rome having been 

eſteem d by all Antiquity to have the preemin- 

ence, tis our Duty to premiſe Obedience to him; 

and we cannot withdraw our ſelves from this 

Duty without being Schiſmatics in the Church 
and Rebels againſt Chriſt, 


J undoubtedly receive and p2ofeſs all other 
things deliver'd, defin'd , and declar'o by the 
Sacred Canons and General Councils, and 
rticularly by the Holy Council of Trent: Aud 
condemn, rejet and aAnathematisc alt things 

E 2 contrary 
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contrary thereunto 3 and all Hereſies what- 
ſoever the Church bas condemn's, rejeſted and 
Anathemati5cd. 


This is the conſequence of that Doctrin of our 
Creed, wherein we profels to believe the Holy Ca. 
tholic Church. For the Catholic Church, being the 
Church of Chriſt, and Holy, and directed by the 
Spirit of Cod, tis of Authority enough to be be- 
liev'd. As therefore we proleſs, ſo we believe: 
And having the greateſt reaſons in the World, to 
believe that Congregation in Communion with 
the See of Rome, to be, this Catholic Church; 
This having continu d in « Viſible Succeſſion of Pa- 
ſtors from Chriſt's time till now. This never hav- 
ing gone out 0 4, parated from any precedent Church, 
bur all other = Congr:gations having gone out 
from this. is having ſent Apoſtles abroad, and 
converted all Heathin Nations to Chriſtianity, This 
in Public Synods having oppos'd and condemn'din 
all Ages ariſing Here ſet. For theſe and other Mo- 
tives judging this Sccicty of Chriſtians to be the 
Church Chriſt cſtablith'd, and Commanded all to 
Hear, and which we believe in our Creed; We 
have Authority enough, relying upon the Com 
mand and Promiſes of Chriſt, to hear and believe the 
Doctrin ſhe Teaches, and to reject what ſhe con- 
demns : And this eſpecially as the declares in her 
General Councils; this being the Method obſerv'd 
by the Apoſtles, who in ſuch an Aſſembly decided 
the Firſt Controverſie, A#. 13. And this being 
what the Primitive Church and Faithful then 
practis d: and of neceſſity to be follow'd ever by 
the Faithful, from that Principle of Dr, — 


r 
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becauſe they can never own the Authority and Go- 
wernment of Chrift, unleſs the ſubmit to the Public 
Inflrations, Authority and Diſcipline of the Church. 
And whatcan be more Public, than what is De- 
clared by a General Council? St. Auguſtin was ſo far 
of this mind, that he thinks not only privere Perſons, 
but even Nations Synods oblig'd to ſubmit to the 
Judgment cf a General Council, Particular Councils 
muſt yield (lays he) to General ; and then gives the 
reaſon ; Becauſe the Whole is deſervedly preſer a before 
a Part, or Particulars, J. 2. c. 9. de Bap. cont. Don. 
And upon this conſideration he ſays of Cyprian, that 
if he had liv'd to have ſeen the Queſtion of Rebep- 
tization decided by a General Council, he would 
forthwith have renounc'd his own private Opini- 
on, and even the Sentence of the African Synod, 
and ſubmitted to the determination of the General 
Council, St. Cyprian (lays he) would heave yirlded, i 

in his time the truth of this queſtion had been clear'd by 
4 Central Council, ib. c. 4. 

In this manner are theſe Articles of this Proſeſſi- 
on ſhewn to be conform to Scripture, and to the 
Senſe of the Primitive Fathers ; ſo far, that "tis be- 
yond all Queſtion had theſe Points been oppos'd in 
their time, and thus Determin'd by any Council of 
that Age, they had as certainly ſubſcrib'd to it, as 
they did tothe Councils held in their time, or as we 
do to the Articles of this Creed, ſince as we find 
they have already done it in their Writings, as ap- 
pears above. But for farther ſatisſaction, and re- 
moving other Objections, Ile here propoſe ſome, 
with a ſhort Anſwer tothem. 

( bjeftions Anſwered. 

Object. The Apoſtles knew beſt what was to be 

believ'd 


believ d; ſince thereſore none of theſe Articles are 
in their Creed, — ought not to be impos d on 
us as matters of Faith. 

Anſw. The Apoſtles Creed is a Summary of the 
Principal Mylteries ofthe Chriſtian Religion, but 
do's not contain all that i of Faith : Since tis cer- 
tain all Scripture is of Divine Inſpiration and Faith, 
and it do's not contain al that is in the Scripture, 
and ſome Myſteries too, as thoſe of Bat iſ and the 
Lord's _— Beſides, do not all believe the Secrip- 
ture to the Word of Ged; and ſuch and ſuch 


Books to be Canonical? And yet there is not one 
word of this in the Apoſtles Creed,tho' there be of the 
Church ;, as likewiſe there is not of the Sacraments, 
of Grace, &c. And if the Objeftion were of any 
force, *twould as certainly defeat the Nize and Thir. 
fy Articles as Pope Pins 


s Creed, neither the one 
Profeſſion, nor the other being expreſly in the Sym- 
bol of the Apoſtles. And not only theſe, but like- 
wiſe the Miene Creed, and St. Arhanaſins's Creed, 
which are no more expreſ in the Apoſtles Creed 
than the former; and conſequently the Primitive 
Church would as certainly be caſt out for Heterodox, 
if the Objection proy'd any thing, as any now in 


ect. All the Particulars in this Profeſſion were 
not undoubtedly believ'd by all, before the Decrees 
were made at Trent. 

Anſw. Suppoſe they were not: Neither was the 
Canon of Scripture, which the Church of England 
receives, undoubtedly believ'd by all in the Primi- 
tive times. The Second Epiſtle of St. Peter was 
doubted of by many: So was the Epiſtle of St. 
James; ſo that of Jade; So the Second and Third 


of 
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St. John. And this for many Years after the 
rent + of the Apoſtles ; and yet now they are here 
receiv d as the Unqueſtion'd Word of God. So that 
tis certain, there's ſome means left by God by 
which, that which was heretofore doubted of by 
many, may be at preſent out of queſtion, and a 
certain matter of Faith. 

Objet. There's no Authority upon Earth can 
make a New Article of Faith. 

Anſw. There's an Authority, which can declare 
a thing to be of Faith, which was not before ex- 
preſly ſo believ'd by all: Otherwiſe how came the 
now mention'd Books of Scripture, which were 
heretofore queſtion'd, to be now a matter of our 
Faith? And if there be not ſuch an Authority as 
this allow d in the Churc'1 of Chriſt, what Chriſti- 
anity can there be ? Since withour this there could 
be no Peace or 8 in the Church, nor any Con- 
troverſie ended. Was it not by th s Authority the 
Non. neceſſuy of Circumcifion was declar'd by the A- 

les, againſt the Believing Phariſees, AF. 152 
Twas by this ſame Authority, the Conſubftextialti- 
ty of the Son was declar'd againſt the Arians ; The 
Divinity of the Holy Ghoſt againſt the Macedonians ; 
Non-rebaptization againſt the Africans. Ard 
ſo of many other Points call'd in queſtion, nay ab- 
ſolutly denyed, by Learned Men and Chriſtians; 
And this Authority is own*d by the Church of Exg- 
land, Art. 20. otherwiſe how could ſhe pretend to 
declare and determin poſitively ſo many difficult 
Points in her Nine and Thirty Articles, which before 
that, and even at preſent are doubted of by ſo many 
Learned Proteſtants, who Read and think they 
underſtand the Scripture ? 

Object. This Authority can declare only ſuch 

Points, 
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int, as may be m—_— Holy 
and as theſe are the Subject of the Ve 
Thirty Articles: but as for Pope Pius“ Creed, "tis © 
but the Invention of Men, — 

Aaſw. | have ſhew'd above, allthe Articles of this 
Creed to be founded upon Ser ptare and the Autho. 
rity of the moſt Eminent” Men in the Primitive 
Church. And let but any one lay aſide the Bent 
of Education, and he'l find the Nine and Thirty Are 
ticles not ſo expreſs in Scripture, as theſe of Po 
Pius. The Proceſſion of the Ho y Ghoſt from the Father 
and the Son, Art. 5. Twowhole and Perfect Natures 
in one Perſon, never tobe dwided im Chriſt, Art. 2, 
W here are theſe ſo plain in Scripture, that one who 
has not been Educate to the Belief of then, might 
not eaſily call them in queſtion; fince there is no 
mention either of Proceſſion or 'Perſon througbour 
Holy Writ ? Might not the ſame doubt be made of 
the Number of Canonical Books , and of the Sacrs- 
ments; Neither of them being determin'd in Scrip- 
ture ? Is it not the ſame of Original Sin? If a Man 
could not believe any of theſe Articles, becauſe they 
are not expreſs d in Scripture, who can help it? 

Thus we ſce all the reaſons, that are pretended 
for the rejecting Pope Pius Creed, cqually to ſtand 
in force againſt the Nine and Thirty Articles, nay 
and againſt the Nicew and Athaxaſian Creed And 
that to receive theſe Iwo, and then withſtand the 
Creed of this Prelate, is not ſo much of Reaſon, as 
of Obſtinacy or Humor, which ſtill appears more 
evident, when having caſt by this Creed of Pope 
Pi, they retdily, ſubſeribe to the Vine and T birty 
Articles, which ure urg'd with greater Difficu 
and have the ſame Objections againſt them, as 
rejefted Creed, | |
